I ore than 50 million tourists 

clogged up Chicago’s sidewalks in 
2014— a record high, according to 
city data released this week. That’s a 3.5 per- 
cent hump over 2013. And with 2.7 million 
residents, that means Chicagoans are getting 
trampled about 18 times over by visitors. 

The Museum of Contemporary Art likely 
saw huge gains from the 2014 tourism influx, 
probably thanks to its wildly popular David 
Bowie exhibit. The MCA saw its attendance 
shoot up 50.5 percent over 2013, to 339,000 
attendees, according to the Tribune. 

Other popular tourist attractions included 
the Museum of Science and Industry and the 
Art Institute, which each hosted 1.4 million 
visitors last year; the Lincoln Park Zoo saw 
more than double that, with 3.3 million visi- 
tors. And don’t forget the Shedd Aquarium, 
which 1.8 million people attended in 2014. 

Mayor Emanuel wants his historic numbers 
to shoot even higher, and so the city’s tourism 
bureau is busting out a new ad campaign called 
“Chicago Epic.” Here are five things you need 
to know about Chicago tourism trends.

or something specific to Chicago. The bureau 
that keeps track of national tourism numbers 
won’t have final 2014 figures until later this 
year, so while Chicago’s raw numbers look 
great, there’s a chance this is just part of an 
overall post-recession spike in tourism. 

That said, we’re gaining on New 
York. That other major urban center 
had 56.4 million visitors in 2014, just a hair 
ahead of Chicago. Maybe it’s because we 
are not savages who just drop our garbage 
right there on the sidewalk?!

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Blue Line plan gets $120M

The CTA has secured S120 million in fed- 
eral funds to move forward with its four-year, 
$492 mUhon project to renovate North Side 
Blue Line stations, Mayor Emanuel and U.S. 
Department of Transportation Secretary An- 
thony Foxx announced Thursday morning. 

Thirteen Blue Line stations between down- 
town and O’Hare Airport will be refurbished 
as part of the project, which will be paid for 
with federal, state and local funds. The CTA 
expects to start construction later this year on 
the Addison, Irving Park, Montrose, Harlem 
and Cumberland stations on the North Side, 
according to the transit agency 

“The ‘E does need more capacity It does 
need more reliable service,” Foxx told report- 
ers. “{Chicagoans] deserve a system that’s ev- 
ery bit as good as they are.” 

Once fixes are complete, the Blue Line will 
be “faster, safer and quicker,” Emanuel said 
a news conference at the Cumberland Blue 
Line station, which is slated to get platform 
and wall repairs and new signs and paint. Blue 
Line riders should see 10 minutes shaved off 
their commutes each way Emanuel said. 

The $120 million officials announcedThurs- 
day is a low-interest, long-term loan through 
the Transportation Infrastructure Finance In- 
novation Act loan, also known asTIFIA, a fed- 
eral program designed to fund transportation 
projects. CTA spokeswoman Tammy Chase 
said the loan is cheaper than issuing bonds and 
is expected to save the CTA S41 million in fi- 
nancing during the life of the loan.

Station work will include platform repairs, 
new stairs and escalators and cosmetic changes. 
The Addison station in Irving Park is slated to 
get an elevator to make the station accessible 
for wheelchair riders while the Irving Park, 
Montrose, Harlem and Cumberland stations 
win see less substantial changes. 

The CTA will know the construction 
schedule for these stations and whether they 
win be closed to commuters during repairs 
once the contract for the work is approved by 
the CTA board, likely this spring, Chase said. 

The CTA last year began work on the proj- 
ect by renovating the California and Western 
stops in Logan Square and the Damen stop in 
Wicker Park and repairing nearby track. 

The CTA is expected to begin the design 
work this year on the Jefferson Park Blue Line 
stop on the Northwest Side and next year on 
the Grand Blue Line stop in West Town. 

Emanuel last month proposed using 
$4 million in tax-increment financing to re- 
pair the Grand stop and $5 mUhon of similar 
funds to fix the Jefferson Park stop. 

About 80,000 riders use the O’Hare 
branch of the Blue Line each weekday, ac- 
cording to CTA data.

Not long ago, Canadians were a distant second 
when it came to competitive hockey For de- 
cades, including during the Cold War, no one 
could touch the success of the Soviet Union. 

In the new film “Red Army,” director and 
suburban Glencoe native Gabe Polsky tells 
the story ofViacheslav Fetisov and other play- 
ers of that era. The documentary touches on 
not only their rise to dominance, but the cost 
of that greatness growing up in Soviet Russia. 

Polsky 35, is the son of Ukrainian immi- 
grants and played Division I hockey at Yale. 

“What I saw was a religious experience,” he 
said of seeing the Soviets on tape for the first 
time. “The combination, the creativity, they 
were constantly creating opportunities. Every 
time they touched the puck they were doing 
something interesting with it.” 

RedEye spoke to Polsky about the Miracle 
on Ice, riding on Vladimir Putin’s plane and 
Patrick Kane being underrated. 

How important is it to teli this story now, in 
this poiiticai climate? 

You see in this movie Russia's struggle to re- 
gain its identity and pride. It’s been a crisis. 

And that's what [the Red Army was] doing. 

The hockey team was giving them unity and 
a sense of pride because they’re so good. 
[Russian President Vladimir] Putin’s trying to 
re-estabiish that. He’s trying to re-establish 
Russia’s place in the world today and the pres- 
tige that it had in Soviet times. [The movie] also 
shows on the other hand the cost of limiting 
the individual during those times. 

Do you get a sense from the Soviet players 
that they thought it was worth it? 

It was state-run, everything. They funded their 
sports system where they took kids from a 
young age and trained them and made them 
into superstars. But they were doing that be- 
cause they wanted to promote communism 
all over the world. They wanted to show how 
dominant they were and basically spread their 
Ideas. Sports communicated that. That was 
something that was purely political. The play- 
ers, now they didn’t care. What were they sup- 
posed to do? They wanted to play hockey. 

How did your own perceptions change in 
making this movie? 

Part of the reason I wanted to make the movie 


"Can I come with you?” And he sort of looks 
at me like I’m crazy. Then he calls somebody, I 
don’t know who. He says, “Yeah this guy, he’s 
of Ukrainian descent," he doesn’t want to say 
I’m American. So he gets off the phone and 
says, “Well, you’re going to go on the presiden- 
tial plane. You see what I can do?” I was like all 
right, great. We’re about to get on the plane 
and he said don’t look at anybody, look straight 
down, go straight to the back of the plane 
and don’t talk to anybody. I went on the 
plane and got a ride back to Moscow, and 
basically every Soviet hockey legend was 
on the plane. 


is because I understood these [Cold War] cli- 
ches. I was on both sides in a way. On the one 
hand I love [“Rocky IV”]. but on the other hand 
you can’t just make it black and white like that, 
[as if] ‘they’re the bad guys, we’re the good 
guys.’ And that’s a problem. The Russians, as 
you see in the movie, are kind of standoff-ish. 
They’re aware they’ve become a cliche. And 
this movie unveils the humanity behind this 
team and who these guys were. 

What’s the craziest thing you experienced in 
making this movie? 

I get to Sochi [to interview Fetisov] and I fall 
asleep because I was up all night traveling. I 


get five calls [from Fetisov 
saying], “Where are you?” 

I said, “I’m here at the 
hotel,” and he says, “All 
right. I’ll be there in 10 min- 
utes.” So I’ve got to get the 
whole interview together, and I can’t just shoot 
in a corner. So he shows up and we do the in- 
terview and it was fine. 

He said [after our interview], “OK. I’ve got 
to go.” And I said, “Where are you going?” And 
he said, “I have to go meet Putin.” And I said, 
“Well, I don’t know how I’m going to get home.” 
I asked him. “How are you getting home,” and 
he said. “I’m taking the presidential plane.” I go. 


How is such a creative style of hockey 
born out of such an oppressive phi- 
losophy? 

These guys, the only place they were 
free was on the ice. It was kind of iike 
the most free hockey that ever existed 
by far. They called them the robots? We 
were like the dumb robots, whereas 
they were artists. 


Would you say Patrick Kane is the embodi- 
ment of that style today? 

Yes. Even though he’s considered one of the 
best players in the NHL, he’s the most under- 
rated. The guy can make plays from anywhere. 
He’s an amazing passer and finisher. Every time 
he touches the puck, it’s exciting. And shouldn’t 
we want hockey like that, widespread, instead 
of just one guy in the league?

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Chicago native Gabe Polsky comes down to 
this: The players on that powerhouse suc- 
ceeded because of, as well as in spite of, the 
Soviet philosophy and Cold War backdrop. 
Which makes “Red Army” and how its best 
players struggled with patriotism and their 
own dreams, as compelling as any Stanley Cup 
Final. 

The calling card of Russian hockey flies in 
the face of the phrase “Soviet system.” It sug- 
gests the players were drones when in reality 
they played like five Patrick Kanes— even 
defensemen like Fetisov were prolific scorers. 
Their goal was to create ballet on the ice, 
encouraging creativity while playing as a unit. 

Now, the process through which the Red 
Army achieved that success— going a two- 
year stretch in the 1980s without losing a 
single game— is startling.

r 'he proof is in her genes. Chicago florist Janessa Knodt comes from a bloom- 
obsessed family— most notably, her grandparents, August and Doris Knodt, 
who opened a flower shop out of their apartment in 1952 in Hayward, Calif They 
called it Forget Me Knodt. (Clever, huh?) Eventually, they upgraded to a brick-and- 
mortar location that would house many of her favorite childhood memories. 


Today, the 34-year-old owns a flower shop 
by the same name in Uptown. Just like her 
grandparents, Knodt’s designs are served with 
a side of whimsy 

“We’re definitely more quirky— not fussy,” 
Knodt said. “I love loose, organic, free-flow- 
ing flowers. I have a hard time when someone 
wants something purposeful and perfect. The 
weirder, the better.” 

Although Knodt’s heritage is deeply root- 
ed in the floral industry, the West Coast na- 
tive studied English and creative writing at 
the University of California, San Diego. The 
day after she graduated, Knodt packed her 
car and moved to Chicago— a promise she’d 


made herself after visiting the city at age 16. 

“Cahfornia is a much slower pace, and at 
that time— in my mid 20s — I wanted to be in 
a big city Chicago seemed perfect,” she said. 
“The people are super friendly, and it’s not as 
overwhelming as New York.” 

Knodt put in long hours as a copywriter 
at 88 Brand Partners, a creative agency just 
south of the Loop. But even her hectic sched- 
ule couldn’t keep her away from flowers for 
long. When her brother started planning his 
wedding, Knodt volunteered to take care 
of the flowers. That wedding led to another, 
which led to nine more that year. 

“I was in my kitchen making stuff all the 


time,” Knodt laughed, adding that her bath- 
tub was regularly filled to the brim with flow- 
ers. “But as more and more people came to 
me, I reahzed I could make a living doing this. 
I was doing way too many weddings to be op- 
erating out of a kitchen.” 

The following year, Knodt booked 26 wed- 
dings. In a leap of faith, she quit her job at the 
agency in 2012 to pursue floral design as a full- 
time career. 

“There were definitely some Friday nights 
when all of my friends would be out at parties 
and I would be up all night drinking 5-Hour 
Energy making boutonnieres, thinking, ‘Why 
am I doing this to myself? I could be sitting 
at my desk writing ad copy’ ” she said. “But 
I think any smaU-business owner will teU you 
that. You definitely have times when you hate 
your business, but it’s also so gratifying.” 

While weddings kept her dreams afloat, 
Knodt craved the human interaction she re- 
membered from her grandparents’ neighbor- 
hood shop. 

“I’m very outgoing. I love having people 
over, so I wanted to have a space,” Knodt said. 
“The neighborhood flower shop is a thing 
that you don’t see much of anymore. People 
go to Jewel when they want flowers.” 

A sign came in 2013 while Knodt was walk- 
ing her dog, Maddie, in Uptown. A storefront 
on Wilson Avenue had gone up for rent just 
west of Baker & Nosh, one of her favorite 
breakfast spots. She signed the lease in March 
and opened shop in April. 


Moving from her kitchen came with grow- 
ing pains, including an incident involving a 
fancy new flower cooler and her very first 
wedding in the Uptown space. 

“I was so excited to have that cooler, but I 
didn’t know you had to caflbrate the tempera- 
ture and adjust it. There were all these things 
I was supposed to do, but I just plugged it in 
and stuck all the flowers inside,” Knodt said. 
“I went home that night and when I came 
back in the morning they were all dead. The 
temperature was turned below freezing. I had 
to order all new flowers for that wedding— 
that was expensive.” 

Local florists and small business own- 
ers — like Kelly Marie Thompson of Logan 
Square’s Fleur and Baker & Nosh owners Bill 
MiUholland and Terry Groff— were happy to 
help along the way, offering guidance on ev- 
erything from floral techniques to employee 
management. 

Knodt’s husband, John Paul Ambrosio, said 
he beheves her stint in advertising also paid 
off in a big way 

“She understands how to reach out and 
really strike a chord with her customers,” he 
said. “She’s genuine— it’s not just put-on. She’s 
very much in tune with her brand, and her 
brand is her. It might be easier or less expen- 
sive to go somewhere else for flowers, but her 
customers appreciate her authenticity” 

Putting in face time with her cHents is one 
of the most satisfying parts of Knodt’s job. 

“It’s getting to actually make something 
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and then seeing the immediate reaction 
of the person right in front of you. That’s 
really gratifying,” she said. “I’m in the busi- 
ness of making people happy” 

Throughout the store, there are nods 
to Knodt’s grandparents, their 
dreams and the original For- 
get Me Knodt. Framed 
photos punctuate the 
walls: one of her 
grandmother hand- J 
ing her mother her 
wedding bouquet, 
another of the origi- 
nal shop sign that 
hung in her grand- 
parents’ apartment in 
Hayward. There’s also 
a loving portrait of her 
grandfather sketched by her 
grandmother. 

And although August Knodt is deceased 
and her grandparents weren’t able to teach 
her the ins and outs of running a busi- 
ness-something Knodt admitted she stUl 
struggles with— she did pick up invaluable 
lessons that shape her practice today Rule 
No. i: No order is ever too weird. 

“My grandma was up for anything. She 
always told this one story about this guy’s 
girlfriend who loved pigs, so he wanted a 
pig made out of flowers. And my grandma 
was like, ‘Yeah, we can do that,’ ” Knodt 
said, laughing. “She found a way to do it—

she gave it a flttle nose and pipe cleaner 
tail.” 

Knodt channeled her 91-year-old grand- 
ma Doris when two grooms came to her last 
year with an out-of-the-box idea: They were 
getting married at the Old Town 
^ School of Folk Music and 
wanted to incorporate in- 
^ struments in the floral 
design. For months 
^ leading up to the 
wedding, Knodt col- 
lected broken pieces 
from customers and 


I commumty mem- 
bers— a busted drum 
set, tubas, trombones, 
cellos and violins flood- 
ed the shop. 

Days before the wedding, 
Knodt breathed new life into 
the instruments with bursts of yellow and 
blue flowers— sunflowers, roses and irises 
poured from the forgotten pieces. 

“It was really special because these two 
guys have waited so long, and they can fi- 
nally get married legally I was even more 
excited to go nuts,” she said. “It hadn’t re- 
ally been done before, but I was just like, 
‘We’ll figure it out.’” 

In the past two years, Knodt has at- 
tached flowers to taxidermy, anchored 
herself to the bottom of a pool to create 
floating centerpieces and woven floral ha- 


los for statues at a venue. But if there’s one 
stereotype she’s is trying to break, it’s that 
the floral industry is all roses all the time. 

“People tend to think, ‘Oh, your job 
is so pretty and you must not have any 
stress ever,’ ” she said. “It’s super stressful. 
These flowers are dying as we’re looking 
at them— it’s all perishable. This is a dirty 
job.” 

Though she maybe silently freaking out 
on the inside, Knodt constantly is look- 
ing for ways to spread beauty through her 
product. 

“She’s operating on 30 percent but giving 
too [percent] to everyone,” her husband 
said. “Even when she’s sleep-deprived, she’s 
got a smile on her face and she’s wondering 
how she can make someone else happier.” 

To give her customers a peek into the 
labor of love that is her job, Knodt hosts 
weekly floral classes at her shop. With a 
10 -person-max, BYOB poHcy and a new 
theme every week, she passes on the basics 
of floral design— just like her grandparents 
did decades ago. 

“I’m such a people person and I’m so 
into creating,” Knodt said. “It was kind of 
like that in advertising. I’d write something 
and then I’d get to see it up on a billboard, 
but it wasn’t always for a good purpose— 
like a credit card company This is a much 
more immediate, tangible way to create 
and see something come to fruition.”

Disintegrates on impact 



Much funnier to dis- 
cuss than to watch, 
“Jupiter Ascend- 
ing” stars Channing 
Tatum’s misguided 
goatee as a half-man/ 
half-wolf bent on 
savingjupiter (Mila 
Kunis), or “Joop” to 
her friends, from an 
evil space dictator 
(Eddie Redmayne) 
who “owns Earth” 
and whose voice 
apparently works only when hushed and 
emotionless or cranked to ii. Mix in other 
genetic splices that still pretty much look hu- 
man (not including ElephantEace over there), 
a pathetically shoehorned-in love story and 
talking lizard henchmen who make me want 
to watch “Super Mario Brothers,” and you 
should have the formula for unintentional 
hilarity 

Except this abysmal space opera, the lat- 
est evidence that the Wachowskis (“Speed

Racer,” “Cloud Atlas”) should have quit after 
“The Matrix,” is a total joke that takes itself 
very seriously, leading to an epic achievement 
in boredom. Jupiter hates her life in Chicago 
as a house cleaner, so she’s mostly happy to 
discover she’s actually intergalactic royalty or 
something. However, her claim to planetary 
ownership makes her a target. Because I 
guess villains who want to harvest other 
beings still defer to the rules of contracts 
and bloodlines when it comes to wiping out 
a species. 

Local writers/directors Andy and Lana 
Wachowski never explain why these Hteral 
space cadets consider time a precious com- 
modity when everyone’s mostly miserable 
and there’s not much use for living thousands 
of years. Among other puzzlements: Bees are 
genetically designed to recognize royalty, and 
Caine’s (Tatum) space boots kinda make it 


look like he’s rollerblading everywhere. 

Aside from a bloodless downtown action 
sequence and scenes with Jupiter’s family 
that do nothing to establish a sense of place, 
most of “Jupiter Ascending” (pushed from 
its scheduled release last summer) is set in 
a shiny orange world where the explosions 
are just as dull as they are on Earth. Maybe 
the Wachowskis think they’re making “Star 
Wars,” but it’s closer to “Dune”— horribly 
plotted and embarrassingly acted. Kunis may 


as well have “I find this ridiculous” tattooed 
on her forehead. 

She’s right: Even when the movie’s indi- 
vidual pieces are explained, they don’t come 
together to make any sense. This stiU would 
be a problem even if the actors were, ideally, 
a lot younger so the movie at least could ride 
some angsty teenage energy Instead, “Jupiter 
Ascending” is regretful 30-somethings stuck 
in an off-brand “Men in Black” sequel— a 
black hole where fun goes to die.

Sciamma allows a few characters, includ- 
ing Vic’s boyfriend, to exist at a distance 
that’s not quite in line with their signifi- 
cance. But you sure as hell don’t have to be 
a i6-year-old black French girl to relate to 
what happens, or appreciate what “Girlhood” 
knows about these characters— or anyone 
trying to define themselves. That doesn’t just 
mean the pointless arguments and difficult 
choices that come with adolescence. It’s a 
precise depiction of personal moments (like 
Marieme falling asleep holding her younger 
sister’s hands across the beds in their shared 
room) that speak volumes, even if they didn’t 
happen that way to you.

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New- and old-school 
unite at Formento’s

There are a lot of things Chicago doesn’t 
need more of: potholes, corruption, red light 
cameras and polar vortexes, to name a few. 
On the dining scene, that list includes taque- 
rias, steakhouses and Italian restaurants— 
there are arguably plenty to go around. 
Italian-wise, we’ve got fancified gourmet 
versions such as Balena, Nico Osteria and 
Acanto. There are plenty of old-school red 
sauce joints like Tufano’s, Sabatino’s and La 
Scarola, and enough Rosebuds to fill the 
White House Rose Garden. What we don’t 
have is a red sauce joint running with the 


aplomb of a modern restaurant group. Until 
now The folks behind Balena and The Bris- 
tol— John Ross and Phil Walters, aka 
B Hospitality— along with chef/partner (and 
former Balena sous chef) Tony Quartaro, 
have now put down a stake with the opening 
of Formento’s, their attempt at old-school 
Italian run with modern sensibility I 
stopped in to see if it would be a red sauce 
revelation or a limp noodle. 

Come fly with me 

There’s something charming about cozying 
up in a 50-year-old faded red vinyl booth and 
sitting where Frank Sinatra or Dean Martin 
once did. And yet, the fact is some spots 
pimping the faded black-and-white photos 


of or Blue Eyes are trading on cheap history. 
The red sauce is underseasoned and the 
noodles overcooked; look closer and that red 
vinyl might be repaired with duct tape. Not 
so at Formento’s, where the only true nod to 
nostalgia is a big fake arrangement of alabas- 
ter fruit sitting center of the dining room, 
similar to one owned by Ross’ grandmother, 
Nonna Formento herself The decor — gleam- 
ing mahogany banquettes, red dome chan- 
deliers and slick swaths of chocolate-colored 
wood trim around the booths— seems like it 
would suit Michael Buble rather than Sina- 
tra. With all the handsome bearded dudes 
and ladies in glimmering heels dining around 
me, Formento’s felt less Sunday night gravy 
and more Saturday night soiree. 


Red sauce reimagined 

But there is Sunday gravy ($16), magnificent 
meaty red sauce infused with simmered pork 
neck bones, emulsified fat and braised pan- 
cetta. A big juicy meatball and links of fennel 
sausage take a bath in that sauce, and it’s all 
spooned tableside over house-extruded can- 
estri, a pasta shape that looks like a hybrid 
of macaroni and rigatoni. Then food runners 
sprinkle cheese from a granny china-pat- 
terned tureen over the noodles. Pink quail 
breasts (S29)— stuffed with sage, wrapped 
in prosciutto and tightly wound with caul 
fat before being roasted into fat sausage-like 
lobes— are as rich as beef, lying on dollops of 
fontina cheese cream sprinkled with toasted 
hazelnuts. Though I relished the chance 





to sample a rabbit crepe for its novelty, my 
server pushed the chicken parmesan instead. 
The parm (S25) was lithe and crispy, mostly 
due to a mix of matzo in the breading, and 
each juicy bite of Amish chicken burst with 
spicy oregano and the anise-flavored punch 
of micro-basil. 

Most revelatory of all, though, was the 
shrimp scampi (S29), a dish I’ve never had 
outside of the broiled garhc-butter swamp 
served at Red Lobster. Here, New Zealand 
langoustines full of plump, sweet meat were 
topped with a fluffy rock shrimp mousseline 
and bathed in rich garlic butter punched up 
with bright white wine vinegar. I devoured 
the langoustines quick, which led to my only 
complaint about Formento’s, that 
this dish wasn’t served up with 
crusty bread to soak up the 
remaining butter sauce. Also 
falling into the reinvention 
department was a compli- 
mentary starter of house- 
made giardiniera. At one 
point, I spooned the slivered 
florets of cauliflower, chunks 
of carrot and celery and fiery bits 
of Serrano and calabrian chili directly 
in my mouth. I never thought an Al’s Italian 
beef could be improved upon, but if they 
subbed in Formento’s giardiniera for their 
own, they’d rule the world. No beef in sight, 

I spooned it over golden triangles of incred- 
ible house-baked focaccia. 

That’s hospitaliano 

Maybe more incredible than the food is that 
just a few days after opening, the service was 
impeccable. Walking into the restaurant, 
the seas parted as servers and food runners 
stepped aside, beckoned and guided me to 
my destination. There’s a Disney World- 
esque discipline of smiling and greeting you 
at Formento’s as if you’re the most important

person in the room, something you rarely 
see outside of super high-end places such 
as Sixteen or Acadia. Though I’m a dude, 
experiencing the gratitude and deference of 
the staff, I imagined this is what it must have 
felt like to be Audrey Hepburn. 

Time for wine 

I spent about two minutes with the thick 
green leather-wrapped wine list before wine 
director Steven Morgan (a vet of Alinea) no- 
ticed and bounded over to offer his steward- 
ship. The bottle selection is both deep and 
wide— think 600-plus bottles, 120 ItaHan 
varietals— as are the 30-plus by-the-glass 
selections. The list, which also includes a his- 
tory of how winemaker George Vare 
pioneered ribolla giaUa and pinot 
grigio varietals in Napa Valley, 
reads like a book. I especially 
enjoyed Morgan’s recommen- 
dation of the Masi Campo- 
fiorin red blend, which was 
smooth and full of cherry and 
spice. My date and I ordered 
two different wines by the glass, 
and, unprompted, Morgan offered 
to split each of the pours so we could 
taste both wines with our meal. 

Bottom line 

Though there is no lack of ItaHan restaurants 
in Chicago, there is no refined red sauce 
experience quite like this. Killing an order 
of shrimp de jonghe at Sabatino’s or whiling 
away an evening over pasta e fagiole at La 
Scarola is always fun. However, Formento’s 
bests all comers with its fine service and its 
commitment to elevated cooking.

Even if you’re not familiar with the name Lili 

K, there’s a good chance you’ve heard her voice.

A lot of people in Chicago know your name 
from your work with Chance. Do you think 
those peopie will be surprised by this record? 

I think some wiU, but I’ve always gotten com- 
ments from people that they hear the jazz and 
they hear the soul in my voice. Even when I was 
doing the hip-hop features, I was stiU trying to 
put as much of myself into them as possible. 

A number of the songs are rooted in 
reiationships. 

Whether they’re romantic or just friendships 
or family people are constantly weaving in 
and out of your fife. It’s just a process that is so 
relatable because we all go through it. We’ve 
all had our hearts broken. We’ve all fallen 
stupidly in love. It’s a universal feeling, and it 
comes to me easier than anything else because 
I feel it so strongly 

There are numerous references to holding on 
and to letting go. Which is more difficult? 

Definitely letting go. I try to do everything 
in my power to make something work before 
giving up on a relationship or a person. I know 
those situations can become unhealthy and I 
should have let them go long before I did. I’m 
learning about things like that, but it’s hard. 

In my mind I think, “I can make this work. I 
can forgive enough [and} I can forget enough.”

Can you describe the scene at Minbal 
Studios where you did the recording? 

It’s got a really cool, retro atmosphere. You 
walk in and you feel like you’re in the 1960s. It 
has a really warm sound, and it fit the project 
really well. I wanted this to be a very raw 
album. I didn’t want it to be over-edited or 
over-processed. I wanted to leave in a lot of 
the mistakes and miscues that happen in re- 
cording, like people talking or a creaky piano 
bench or a guitar amp picks up a radio station. 
A lot of that stuff is so cool to me. That’s what 
I love about older recordings: You can hear 
those mistakes and they’re not pofished away 

You address your mom in a coupie songs, and 
I’ve gotten the sense she’s still an important 
person in your iife. 

Yeah, my mom is my best friend. She raised 
me as a single parent, so our thing has always 


been, “It’s me and you against the world.” She 
was always open, and she let me make my own 
mistakes. She had an unconventional parent- 
ing style, but it worked because it made it easy 
for me to approach her with a problem rather 
than hiding it. Honesty makes every relation- 
ship— boyfriend/girlfriend, parent/child, or 
even friendship— so much easier. 

So did you find you’d rebei by spending extra 
time in the iibrary? 

[Laughs.] I didn’t rebel that much. I was an 
art-school nerd, and all of our free time was 
spent in rehearsals and making fake movies. 
We had a horror movie series. The first was 
“Oops, I Peed My Pants,” then there was 
“Oops, I Did It Again,” and then there was 
“Oops, I Peed the Pool.” This was all in middle 
school, and I was this murdering grandma. 
That was the type of stuff we did.
